It 
was eB8tablished that the flames were 
not the result of an overheated furnace: 
in the first place, the furnace was not 
overheated.

SAFE, SAYS SCHROERS. 
John Schroers, a member of the 
St. Louis Board of Education and 
resident of the German-American 
Press Association, refus:4d Friday to 
talk about the lack of flre safety ap- 
pliances in the public schools in- 
spected by Fire Chief Swingley and 
State Factory Inspector Sikes. 

In one of Mr. Schroers’ publica- 
tions appeared the following state- 
ment Thursday: 2 

“Sensational efforts to frighten 
school patrons in St. Louis are mak- 
ing their first appearance. * * * 

“Happily, by accounts of* school 
experts who really know their sub- 
ject, there is no ground for the sen- 
sational reports. that are making 
their appearance. Many of the school 
buildings in St. Louis are absolutely 
fireproof. They are built with wide 
halls, with doors that swing out- 
wardly and every precaution has 
been taken in the matter of emerg- 
ency drills. * * * 

Regarding Fire Drills. 

“It has been said that there is no 
fire drill in St. Louis, a statement 
that is untrue. The schools here have 
the best of fire drills, and one of 
the reasons that it is the best is that 
‘t is not so named. There is no ele- 
ment of alarm in the present sys- 
tem. 

“Every time the puni!s are dis- 
missed they go out in onder, so that 
whatever “the occasion they are 
trained to leave the building without 
confusion. There is a set cf rules 
covering this feature, giving full and 
complete instructions to a1! teachers 
and including in them the janitors. 
These rules of dismissal go t. the 
iength of providing that the cini'dren

There are 
three stairways, leading from the first 
to the third floors. The main stair- 
ways in the center of the building 
are directly over the furnace in the 
basement. In case fire should start 
under these stairways, the smoke and 
flames would rush upward through 
‘them, leaving only a narrow

Was Erected in 1870. 

The Carr Lane ~chool at Twenty-third 
and Carr street, which was erected in 
1870, and the tvo-story annex, were 
found to be in bad condition. There are 
833. pupils in the _ principal building, 
which stands on the southwest corner of 
Twenty-third and Carr streets. The 
wooden staimWays leading from the first 
to the second and third floors, come al- 
most to a point in the third-story halls. 

If fire started on the lower floors and 
swept upward through the stairways all 
means of escape would be cut off. The 
Stalrways are steep and narrow. In case 
of panic, the children would be in danger 
of falling down these long, narrow stair- 
ways. 

Bad as the conditions are in the main 
building, they are pronounced good, as 
compared with those in the two-story 
annex, directly across the street.

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The Peabody School, at Eighteenth 
and Carroll streets, Is of the old type. 
One of three stairways is constructed of 
steel and the other two of wood. It has 
no outside fire escapes. That little pre- 
caution is taken here to prevent fires 
was apparent from the conditions in the 
furnace room. 

A three-foot strip of asbestos cover- 
ing over the furnace was torn away, 
leaving the joists and floor exposed to 
the heat of the fire. 

Two gas jets were burning on either 
side of the furnace, three feet from 
the joists. Thirty wagon loads of 
cinders were piled up in a corner of 
the basement. 

The enrollment of this school is 670, 
with 240 on the third floor.

The Divoll School, at Dayton street 
and Giasgow avenue, is another of 
the old style buildings. It has 18 
rooms and is three stories high. Two 
Stairways, one of wood and the other 
fireproof, lead from the first to the 
third floors. A gas stove was found 
im one of the tencher's rooms on the 
third floor, being used for making 
cdffee.

WORSE THAN STAIRS 





li Used in Conflagration the 
Tubes Would Be Hot

For the protection from fire of the 
pupils of the Central High School, two 
fire escapes are provided which are 
wholly surrounded in a court, by the 
high walls of the building. 

This is the only school building in 
St. Louis with fire escapes, but the ar- 
rangement of these and ‘their disuse 
render them a protection in name only. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter visited the 
building and was told by the pupils 
that the fire escapes were never used 
and that on account of. the rust it 
would be rather difficult for the pupils 


to ‘“‘shoot the chutes’’ in the proper 
‘slide the slide’’ manner. 
Forbidden to Shoot Chutes. 

Time was, the pupils said, that the 
boys used to slide down the spiral 
chutes just for sport, but finally they 
were forbidden to make use of the 
emergency escapes. 

The girls were questioned about the 
chutes and declared they never would 
think ef using those things, but would 
wo down the stairs. 

The chutes are dust-covered and show 
their disuse. No one questioned could 
recall that there had ever been a fire 
drill in which the pupils practiced slid- 
ing down the chutes. 

There are two chutes, which are be- 
tween four and four and one-half feet 
in diameter. A small platform is pro- 
vided at each floor for the pupils to en- 
ter the chute. Pupils from the floors 
above would slide with terrific force 
upon those who were trying to enter. 


Doors Are Very Small. 

To reach the openings in these chutes, 
there are small double doors, opening 
in. The door-space is not more than 
four feet. There are but two of these 
openings on each floor. 

The worst feature of the fire escapes 
is the fact that they are both situated 
within an inner court, wholly surround- 
ed by the high walls of the building. 
The court is about 75 feet long and 
between 35 and 40 feet wide. 

From this court, which is on the level 
of the basement floor, there are only 
two doors. about 5 feet wide, which 
Jead into the basement of the building. 
There are no direct stairways to the 
ground floor. 

Half the length of the hall must be 
traversed to reach one of the _ four 
flights of stairs. 

In the rear the stairs are only 4 feet 
wide. In the front they are about 8& 
feet wide. Even then one does not 
gain a direct outer exit. There are con- 
fusing and intricate landings and wind- 
ings and it is difficult to ascertain 
when the ground floor has 
reached. 

Many Doors to Open. 

In a panic accompanying fire, the 
pupils of the Central High School would 
find much hall space to cover, many 
steps to climb and all inner-opening 
doors to contend with before reaching 
the outer exits. 

To slide down the fire escapes, in 
case of a serious fire, would be like 
hastening the precipitation into a fur- 
nace from which escape would be al- 


most impossible. 

When open stairways become congest- 
ed and clogged with suffocating human 
bodies, the spiral fire escapes appear 
even a greater menace to life, as the 
jamb of bodies would clog the steel, 
prison-like spiral to be seared and 
blistered from the heated metal. 

Those who might shoot through from 
the dtzzy fourth floor to below the 
ground level would find themselves with 
only the chance of two obscure doors 
and the halls and narrow stairs of the 
basement before they could find their 
way to the outer exits. 

The reporter suggested that some of 
the boys who were loitering in the 
court demonstrate the ‘“‘slide the slide,” 
but all declined, saying it was never 
done any more, and that they would 
not attempt it even in case of fire.

Detroit Financier’s Persona! 
Affairs Declared to Have 
Worried Him. 





DETROIT, Mich, March 6.—Elwood T. 
Hance, first vice-president of the Union 
Trust Co. of Detroit and former -Post- 
master, shot and killed himself early 
today in his home. Friends say that 
he had been greatly depressed over his 
own financial affairs for some time. 

Health Not Good. 

The suicide occurred on the eve of a 
two or three months’ vacation, with 
salary, which the directors of the com- 
pany had offered Mr. Hance because of 
lis failing health. He had been in- 
formed of the vacation. 

Mr. Hance was born in Wilmington, 
Del., 56 years ago, and came to De- 
troit in 1878. He was admitted to the 
bar and in 1889 was appointed Post- 
n'aster. When the Union Trust Co. was 
organized he was made secretary and 
later vice-president. 

Presiaent F. W. Blair of the Union 
Trust Co. and Henry Russell, one of the 
directors and the company’s legal coun- 
sel, deny emphatically that the af’airs 
of the Union Trust Co. are in any way 
involved by any of Mr. Hance’s finan- 
clal difficulties. They also deny that 
the affairs of the failed City Savings 
Bank, for which the Union Trust Co. 
is receiver, are entangicd because of 
Mr. Hance’'s management. 

Mr. Hance was at his office vesterday 
as usual and spent the early evening 
at cards with his famiry. 

Company Recently Reorganized. 

Close friends say that Mr. Hance’e 
personal financial affairs had been bad- 
ly entangled for some time and that he 
had beer undergoing a tremendous 
strain as a result. About four weeks 
ago the Union Trust Co. was in a meas- 
ure reorganized and Frank W. Blatr, 
auditor of the People’s State Savings 
Bank, was elected president, which of- 
fice had been vacant for about a year, 
since the death of William C. McMillan. 

It is intimated by some of his friends 
that disappointment over, the elevation 
of an outside man over him in the 
Union Trust Co. contributed largely to 
Mr. Hanee’s depression.

The sale of 300 “Public Playgrounds’”’ 
tuttons for 2% cents each at the meet- 
ing of the East St. Louis Commercial 
Club held Thursday night at the Elks’ 
clubrooms, East St. Louis, formed the 
nucleus of a $3000 fund to Install public 
playgrourds in Kast St. Louis next sum- 


mer. The moral and financial support 


of the members was pledged to make 
the plagraunds movement a success. 
Superintendent of Schools John  E. 


Miller, one of the committee appointed 
by the club, reported that at the one 
playground in service last summer 3500 
boys and girls were provided whole- 
gzome recreation at a cost of slightly over 
1 cent each per day. 

“We have schools for the deformed, 
blind, deaf and homeless,’’ said Mr. 
Miller in his report, “but what we need 
most here in East St. Louis is a place 
where the vigorous boys and girls can 
be surrounded by moral ideas and given 
a chance to exercise their pent-up en- 
ergy without running loose in the strcéets 
and alleys.”’

No one man has & graver responsibility for the 
distrust everywhere visible if financial and com- 
mercial circles than E. H. Harriman. It was his 
operations in railroad exploitation and in politics 
which first awakened suspicion.

Rich as Harriman has become by reason of his 
successful railroad piracies, he wou'2 be cable to 
exercise little power today were it not for the 
fact that he has the cordial support of men of 
wealth whose reputation is better than his own. 
These men have kept him in Union Pacific and 
his dominance there enabled him to retain con- 
trol of Illinois Central. 

When it came to electing a director to succeed 
Stuyvesant Fish, Harriman’s foe, John J. Mitch- 
ell, a Chicago banker, was hit upon, but Mr. 
Mitchell declined, pleading too many business 
engagements and failing strength. The probabil- 


-ity is that, as the head of the greatest savings 


bank in the Northwest, he felt that he could not 
afford to be identified with Harriman. 

Much of the wealth which has enabled Harri- 
man to carry on his desperate gambling opera- 
tions is inherited and is not, therefore, as sen- 
sitive to public opinion as capital actively em- 
ployed in business depending upon public favor, 
but in' view of the growing hostility to property 
of every description and particularly to that 
which is misused the owners of these inherited 
fertunes exhibit remarkable shortsightedness in 
making common cause with a speculative des- 
perado. 

Mr. Mitchell refusing the honor of this alli- 
ance, a stenographer who chanced to be present 
was elected a director in place of Mr. Fish, the 
statement being made that as soon as J. Ogden 
Armour could qualify by becoming a stockhold- 
er of record the clerk would resign to make way 
for Harriman’s latest capitalistic recruit from 
the realm of inherited wealth. No doubt this 
program will be carried out to the letter. 

Mr. Armour is one of the chieftains of the Beef 
Trust, an arrogant combination, ‘but one -which in 
a thousand places comes into intimate relations 
with the people. When he joins the Harriman 
forces we shall have another convincing proof 
that managers of vast aggregations of capital are 
es incapable of learning as they are of forgetting. 

In addition to the laws passed with Harriman 
in mind and the aroused sentiment of the people, 
the Mitchell cure would soon put an end to Har- 
rimanism. 


The Mitchell cure is avoidance. It passes 
by on the other side. It looks and turns its 
back. It may not indulge in any audible ex- 
pressions, but its attitude signifies more elo- 
quently than words the thought, ‘‘Unclean!’’

Men of affairs who make 
common cause with him involve themselves in 
the same judgments and must inevitably bear the 
same penalties.

“STREET CARS IN GERMANY.

German street cars do not stop at 


but only at the des- 
ignated stopping places, which are 219 


vards apart. These places are marked 
by posts, often beartrig enameled 
shislds, giving the number and route of 
car that passes that point. This 
system of stops annoys an American 
at first. In German cars no one is 
allowed to stand in the aisles, and only 
a definite number are accommodated on 
the platforms.

MURPHY TO TRAN 
OLYMPIAN TEAM 


Famous Maker of Athletes Will 
Have Charge of Americans 
in London. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 6.—The charges 
made against Matthew P. Halpin, man- 
ager of the American team of athletes 
who will compete at the Olympic games 
in Landon thts summer, were dismissed 
last hight, but Michael C. Murphy of 
the University of Pennsylvania, a pro- 
fessional trainer, was appointed to ac- 


company the team. 

Since the Halpin controversy arose the 
name of Murphy was often suggested 
for the position, but on every occasion it 
was insisted that no professional would 
be permitted to accompany the team. 

At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Committee of 
the Olympic Games of 1908, held last 
night at the Hotel Astor, it was decided 
that it was advisable for a strainer to 
accompany a team of the size and im- 
portance which it is hoped will be sent 
to represent this country. The .com- 
mittee then appointed Murphy for that 
position. 

Mike Murphy is one of the most promi- 

nent trainers in the country. For more 
than 15 years he has been known as a 
great developer of athletes. He formerly 
trained for Yale University and the New 
York Athletic Club. During his career 
as a professional coach he brought out 
such champions as Bernie Weners, the 
world’s 220-vard record holder: Alvin 
CC, Kraenzelein, the world’s’ greatest 
hurdler. and Tommy Conneff, a cham- 
pion miler. He is also a great cham- 
ball coach and trainer. 
Halpin was appointed manager of the 
team at the last meeting of the com- 
mittee, and immediately after the an- 
nouncement of his appointment to the 
position protests from nearly all the men 
whom he managed at Athens in 1906 
were made against him.
